ARTICLE NO. 3. 


Iv plan for curing and saving 
it is to kill when the weather is 
not freezing. 
To kill as early 
in the morning as I can, then scald 
and clean as quick as possible, then 
cut up and salt down in a box, 
while the animal heat is in it. 
My 
reason for salting while meat is 
warm is because the salt draws the 
blood out and the meat takes salt 
better. 
I generally get through 
by noon and let it lie in the box* 5 


spread each piece out to itself until 
the next morning, and then salt 
down in same box, shoulders and 
hams in bottom, sides on top, using 
plenty salt, let it lie three weeks 
then take up. wash all the salt off, 
using fresh well water and spread 
it and sprinkle the flesh parts of 
hams and shoulders 
well 
with 
Black Peper and Borax, that keens 
out the skipper and fly. 
Then 
hang up and smoke with green 
Hickory wood 2 or 3 weeks, then 
take the shoulders and hams down 
wrap them in news or brown {japer 
and sack them. 
We use the tops 
of old cotton sacks, which will last 
2 or 3 years. Make a paste of Hour 
and ashes and paste the outside of 
sack, and they will keep for years 
without getting rancid or a skip­ 
pers in them. 
To keep sausage, our beBt plan 
is as soon as ground and seasoned 
is to fry in small cakes, put in jars 


and cover with lard. 
We have 
kept it that way for months, and 
the last would be as good as the 
first. 
Our way of saving lard is to cut 
it up in small pieces and put in 
every gallon a large teaspoon of 
soda, cook slow and stir regularly 
until oracklins are brown and done, 
the lard will be as clear as spring 
water and 
will 
keep 
for years. 
Our lard now is as sweet and nice 
as when first rendered. 
To save pickled pork I cut cross­ 
wise in 
three pieces hams and 
shoulders, take all the bone out, 
then soak in water ii or 8 hours to 
get the blood out, then salt down 
in a molasses barrel using plenty 
salt, when the brine gets bloody 
take it out and boil and skim, and 
pore bac* when cool. 
Beef the 
same way. 
I have used the plan herein des­ 
cribed 25 years, and have not lost 
a piece of meat in that time.
